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Preface 


This publication presents statistics on the business volume, assets and membership of Canadian co-operatives 
for their fiscal years ending in 1990. The tables were prepared by the Co-operatives Secretariat from data col- 
lected directly from individual co-operatives or through provincial governments and wholesale co-operatives. 
The continued assistance of these data sources is much appreciated. 


Since the creation of the Co-operatives Secretariat in 1987 the role of credit unions has also been reflected in 
this publication through an analysis of relevant financial ratios. These are developed from Statistics Canada 
data. 


This is the fifty-ninth annual edition of ‘Co-operation in Canada” 


For data purposes, co-operatives are divided into seven groups: marketing; consumer; supply; fishing; produc- 
tion; service; and wholesale. Data for the first six (local co-operatives) are presented on both an 

aggregate and individual group basis. Data for wholesalers are compiled separately because their sales figures 
largely duplicate those of local co-operatives.

Overall Review 


Business volume of Canada’s non-financial co-opera- 
tives (excludes credit union and insurance co-operatives) 
rose 3.6 percent, or $561 million, to a level of $15.9 billion. 
It was the fourth year running of moderate growth. In 
actuality, however results were considerably better than 
overall figures would indicate. Quebec suffered a ten per- 
cent decline in revenues due to falling sales of dairy prod- 
ucts. But, as explained under the product marketings 
section, it was really just a different way of handling the 
sales from co-operative members rather than a real decline. 


The other three regions taken as a group showed a combined 
increase of $862 million, or seven percent, in their revenues 
and the non dairy revenues of Quebec co-operatives rose 
$118 million or seven percent. 


On a group basis the production and services groups 
registered the most successful year with identical revenue 
gains of 15 percent, or $61 and $133 million respectively. 
Consumer co-operatives’ volume climbed $214 million, or 
seven percent, while the marketing group, hampered by the 
fall in dairy sales, rose $273 million or only three percent. 
The supply and fishing groups both suffered revenue set- 
backs of five percent, due to lower volume of agricultural 
supplies and farm machinery for the former and fish prod- 
ucts for the latter.

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The number of co-operatives reporting rose by almost 
300, or better than six percent, with Ontario the big contribu- 
tor as the provincial government went out of its way to 
obtain returns from a number of associations which had only 
been reporting on an irregular basis in recent years. Reported 
membership in the non financial co-operatives rose by 
185,000, or almost six percent, for the year. The Atlantic and 
Ontario regional totals rose eight percent while Quebec and 
the western region registered gains of seven and five percent 
respectively. Co-operative assets rose 6.5 percent to 
$8.9 billion. 


It was a no growth year for the Canadian economy in 
1990. Gross domestic product, on a constant dollar basis, 
eased down one half of one percent (revised figures from 
Statistics Canada) as compared to a gain of 2.5% in the 
previous year. Employment peaked early in the year and 
unemployment rose steadily from 7.2% in February to 9.3% 
in December. Consumer expenditures rose less than 6% (8% 
in 1989) and retail sales less than 2% (5%). The industrial 
production index dropped 4% and housing starts 15%. Farm 
cash receipts fell 4% while farm input prices rose more than 
2% and farm net income dropped 7%. The Canadian dollar,

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after some gyrations, finished the year virtually unchanged 
at about 86.5 cents. Interest rates finally began to ease in the 
second half of the year, and showed a net decline, about two 
points from the high for the Bank of Canada rate at just 
under 12%. 


Product Marketings 


Co-operative marketings were virtually unchanged in 
1990 from the previous year at $8,081 million, as gains and 
declines largely offset each other. Biggest offset was an 
impressive gain of $395 million, or 14 percent, for the long 
suffering grain marketing sector, which was matched by a 
$391 million decline in the recently stagnating dairy sales. 
A good gain in cattle marketings was counterbalanced by a 
large decline in oilseed sales; a continued rise in poultry 
sales neutralized by a plunge in hog marketings; and so the 
story went. 


Grain marketings surged over the $3 billion level for the 
first time in five years. Production recovered strongly in 
North America in the crop year 89-90 coming off a drought 
devastated crop in the previous year. Export tonnages soared

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- better than 30 percent - with the big gains in coarse grains 
rather than wheat, but of course as the anticipation of and 
then the increasing realization of good crops came to be, the 
price went steadily downhill helped along by the continuing 
and intensified use of subsidized exports by the European 
Common Market and the United States. So for prices, the 
year started on a high note and ended on a low, but the 
overall result was quite favourable, although it could have 
been more so without the ongoing subsidy war. Oilseed 
volume fell back after an upsurge in 1989. Canola, the main 
product in the West, was handicapped by lower prices, lower 
production, increased competition on world markets exac- 
erbated by an international competitiveness problem for 
canola relative to other oilseed products, a strong Canadian 
dollar and foreign subsidy programs. Co-operative oilseed 
marketings in Ontario fell precipitously in the period by 
$20 million, or 40 percent. Although labouring under a 
severe price decline in soybeans, the main oilseed crop in 
the province, the sale of co-op facilities to a private concern 
was responsible for most of the decline. 


Fruit marketings fell badly in 89-90, $24 million or 
18 percent, owing to declines in British Columbia and to a 
lesser extent Ontario. The small operation in Quebec ran up 
a most impressive gain. An oversupply of apples, which 
some described as a world wide glut, and consequent de- 
pressed prices were the main cause of the downturn in fruit 
marketing revenues. There was talk of setting up a supply 
management system for apples for fresh sale. Ontario was 
also hit by lower production owing to poor pollination of 
trees as the bee population was badly depleted by an infes- 
tation of bloodsucking mites. Vegetable marketings rose by 
an impressive $16 million, or 12 percent, with all regions 
contributing. It was the fourth straight year of rising reve- 
nues. The big mover was potatoes, as reduced North Ameri- 
can production and rising demand resulted in a second 
consecutive year of strong prices. Other vegetable revenues 
were generally higher as a recovery in production from a 
drought stricken previous year more than offset declining 
prices. 


Dairy marketings, which used to rise each year with 
almost monotonous regularity, slipped rather badly in 1990, 
a second successive down year, although the results are 
more a consequence of a change in the technicality of 
marketing than a reduction in the flow of milk to market 
through the co-operative system. Quebec, the largest prov- 
ince in co-operative milk marketing, was responsible for 
almost all of the decline. For reasons of economies of scale 
in the face of fierce competition from large well-financed 
opposition from the private sector it was decided that several 
co-ops in Quebec would amalgamate certain of their facili- 
ties under joint venture corporations. These jointly owned 
corporations are not co-operatives and thus their sales, 
which are supplied by dairy farmer co-operators, are not 
included in the co-operative statistics. Thus the substantial 
downturn in Quebec co-operative dairy sales for the period

under review. Elsewhere, Ontario dairy marketings slid 
$14 million due to lack of supply under the quota system 
and the conversion of one co-operative into a private corpo- 
ration. Atlantic sales rose about $29 million, partly due to 
higher sales, but most particularly due to a year end change 
by a large co-operative which saw their sales dip in 1989 on 
a shortened year and for the same reason rise in the current 
year on the return to a full year’s results. Co-operative dairy 
sales in the West edged up about one percent in the year amid 
a welter of changing conditions and uncertainty over further 
possible changes relating to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, interprovincial trade and milk pricing. 


Poultry marketings rose nine percent to $378 million, 
another growth year in a long string. Quebec ran up the most 
impressive gain of the regions, 17 percent. Egg marketings 
were Virtually unchanged from the previous year. Co-opera- 
tive cattle marketings, almost all located in the West, and 
subject to the vagaries of this decidedly up and down busi- 
ness bounced up 11 percent from the down year in 1988-89. 
Rising marketings in the West were accompanied by higher 
prices as marketings plunged in eastern Canada and the 
export market to the United States took off due to reduced 
U.S. slaughter. Hog marketing volume rose smartly for 
co-operatives in three of the four regions as higher prices 
more than offset lower physical volume. In the Atlantic 
region however a large co-operative disposed of its meat 
packing facilities which mostly involved pork. The resulting 
downturn was severe enough to put total hog marketings 
down by a huge $25 million or 24 percent. 


Honey volume (all in the western region) fell on lower 
production and, owing to still large inventory carryovers, 
lower prices. Maple product sales edged up one percent in 
Quebec despite excess production for a third straight year 
and bulging inventories. Other marketings rose about eight 
percent to $64 million, mostly due to flower marketings. 
Commentary on fish and forest product marketings are 
covered in the fish and production sections respectively. 


Consumer and Supply Sales 


Consumer and supply sales ran up a gain of $283 million, 
or five percent, very much in line with the two previous 
years’ gains of roughly five percent. Consumer and petro- 
leum sales accounted for the bulk of the increase while 
agriculture supplies, building materials and machinery sales 
showed small declines. 


Food sales rose $140 million, or seven percent in the year, 
comfortably ahead of the five percent rise for "food pur- 
chased from stores" as tabulated by Statistics Canada. The 
Atlantic region and Ontario led with gains of 12 percent 
while the West rose seven percent and Quebec edged up two 
percent. For Atlantic co-op food sales, which have shown 
consistent growth in recent years, the sales gain was broadly 
based with three of the four provinces recording exceptional 
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increases. Most of the gains came from existing associations 
rather than newly reporting ones. In Ontario the strong rise 
in food sales was contributed by a large newly reporting 
co-operative. Dry goods and home hardware sales rose a 
moderate five percent with Atlantic and western co-opera- 
tives supplying most of the push. Other consumer sales shot 
up $40 million, or 20 percent, mainly in Ontario and the 
West. For the western region, the gain was a very good 
17 percent. For Ontario the gain was a huge 41 percent and 
was due to the first year’s reporting of a large co-operative 
involved in the sale of confectionery and tobacco products. 


Agricultural supply sales were a mixed bag for 1990. 
While Ontario and western region sales declined, Quebec 
sales were basically unchanged and Atlantic sales, the small- 
est in absolute numbers, soared 17 percent in the year. Feed 
sales fell on lower prices due to plentiful crops. However, 
in the Atlantic region increased physical volume and a 
change in year end for a large co-operative more than made 
up for declining prices. Fertilizer prices fell in 1990, while 
chemical prices edged up. Despite this, co-operative sales in 
three of the four regions taken as a group rose a respectable 
2.5 percent, presumably indicating some gain in market

share. Overall sales, however, declined slightly on a large 
drop in Ontario where sales declined for a large number of 
associations. Seed sales eased off $5 million partly due to 
difficult seed conditions in some areas, but mainly due to 
depressed prices. Farm supplies sales edged up almost 
two percent; an unspectacular performance and not too sur- 
prising in a year of lagging farm income. The West was the 
only region, however, with negative results. 


Farm machinery sales eased off a small one percent, 
which could almost be looked on as positive results consid- 
ering the almost unending tale of woe over the past decade. 
Petroleum sales surged to new levels - over $1,200 million, 
up $134 million or 12 percent. Most of the gain unfortu- 
nately was due to higher prices rather than higher volume as 
the impact on crude oil prices of the Persian Gulf crisis was

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passed on to the various petroleum derivatives and some 
competitive products. Gasoline prices at the consumer level 
shot up almost 25 percent! Building materials volume re- 
gressed slightly on easing wood prices, a looming recession 
and declining construction activity. Results were mixed 
across the country. On the upside, Manitoba co-operatives 
made the most impressive gain despite a less than thriving 
economy. A team approach in an aggressive marketing 
program involving co-ordinated media advertising and dis- 
tribution of flyers paid off for those co-operatives heavily 
involved in building materials. Other sales were almost 
unchanged.

Trends 


The five year trend for the number of reporting associa- 
tions rose very slightly in the 1986-1990 period to a 5.0 per- 
cent growth rate from the revised 4.9 percent in the previous 
five year period. While 1990 was a very positive growth year 
at 6.7 percent, the year it replaced, 1985, in the five year 
period (1986-90 as compared to 1985-89) was also an 
outstanding year as the number of associations rose an 
impressive 6 percent. The co-operative membership trend 
worked out to 2.7 for 1986-90 and marked the third consecu- 
tive five year trend in which the growth rate has hovered 
around the 2.5 percent level. A fairly steady performance as 
compared to the ups and downs of the yearly figures which 
have deviated as much as 3.2 percentage points on the 
upside and 1.8 points on the down over the last seven years 
which make up the three five year trends.

The five year growth trend for co-operative business 
volume for the latest period 1986-90, at two percent in 
current dollars, although not exactly of impressive propor- 
tions is still relatively speaking a decided improvement over 
the previous four five year periods which averaged only 
0.9 percent. The gain on a constant dollar basis was only 
0.4 percent, but again this was a definite improvement over 
the four previous five year trends which were all in the 
negative column. 


Grains and oilseeds as mentioned in last year’s publica- 
tion have been the laggard and the chief culprit in the slow 
growth scenario for co-operative volume since 1985. But in 
1990 grains and oilseeds made a strong move upward, from 
45.2 of total marketings to 49.1 percent after a mild upward 
move in 1989 from 43.2 percent in the previous year (Figure 
7) the low point for the last twenty years. Other things being 
equal, this would have brought product marketings up to 
within striking distance of the high point reached in 1984. 
Also total business volume would have shown a gain in 
excess of six percent, the best in six years. But it was not to 
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be. Dairy sales, the traditional, unspectacular but steady 
gainer, took a dive in 1990 due to a change in the method of 
handling certain sales as explained under the product mar- 
ketings section, and fell to 27.6 percent of total marketings 
(Figure 7) from 32.4. Thus six years of less than impressive 
growth. And with 1991 a recession year in Canada and with 
generally lower grain and oilseed prices, co-operative busi- 
ness volume is not likely to show any major gain for the 
period and in fact may suffer a decline.

Co-operative assets after several years of rather illusory 
growth - when the inflation factor was taken out it could be 
seen that the total value of assets had not really changed from 
1983 to 1988. But starting in 1989 (revised) and continuing 
in 1990, assets grew in constant as well as current dollars. 
Indeed in the two years real growth averaged 5.6 percent. 
This of course affected the two five year periods; 1985-89 
and 1986-90 and brought their growth rates up to 2.0 and 
4.3 percent respectively. Housing co-operatives, as men- 
tioned earlier, were the major contributor to the latest surge 
in co-operative assets. The level of members’ equity which 
sank to 31.6 percent (revised) of total assets in 1989 (Figure 
6) and rebounded slightly in 1990 was, it should be noted, 
the low point in the last twenty years. This of course reflects 
the tremendous growth of the service co-op assets, most 
specifically housing, which are asset intensive and therefore 
relatively high on debt and low on equity.

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Fishing Co-operatives 


Business volume of the fishing co-operatives declined 
about $10 million or five percent for the year. The big 
downer was on the west coast where the co-operative system 
suffered a second successive year of declining sales. Al- 
though a good part of the problems have been common to 
the industry, such as the plunging price of salmon in the year 
1989-90, other problems have been internal to the co-opera- 
tive fishing sector on the west coast. On the internal diffi- 
culties great strides have been made. These include 
streamlining of certain operations and downsizing of others, 
unloading of certain properties, more efficient use of exist- 
ing plants, and a speed-up of settlements for member deliv- 
eries of product. Also the members approved a conversion 
of members’ loans to share capital equity to strengthen 
co-operative borrowing potential. Thus although 1989-90 
was not a Satisfactory year, the co-operative operation was 
much better prepared to weather the difficulties encountered

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in a depressed industry and to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities when the turnaround in the industry hopefully ar- 
rives. 


Atlantic fishing co-operative results for 1989-90 were 
largely unchanged for the period; somewhat better it would 
seem than for overall fishing industry results in the region. 
The region, of course, continued in the throes of its agoni- 
zation over the decline of the northern cod and the implica- 
tions concerning the species, foreign over fishing beyond 
the 200 mile limit, quota decisions and other related prob- 
lems. Ontario results fell by a third for fishing co-operatives 
in the period while those for Quebec rose. Inland co-opera- 
tive fishing results in the prairie region were mixed for the 
period under review. 


Number of reporting associations, membership and as- 
sets were largely unchanged from the preceding year for the 
fishing co-operatives as a whole. Members equity rose about 
one and one half percentage points in the year.

Business volume of the production co-operatives rose a 
strong 15 percent, or $61 million, over the revised figures 
for the previous year. Livestock marketings accounted for 
the bulk of the increase followed by lumber and pulpwood. 
Service revenue and other income were only slightly ahead 
for the year. 


Livestock feeder co-operatives sales boomed in Alberta 
and registered a good gain in Saskatchewan despite some 
problems in the latter province, notably the fact that more 
and more cattle are leaving the province to be fed out in other 
parts of Canada and the United States. In contrast, the 
Alberta feeder co-operatives seem to be flourishing aided 
by a strong assistance program of many years standing from 
their provincial government. Part of the huge gain in 
Alberta, however, was due to the inclusion of some feeder 
associations which had not reported in the previous year.

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Lumber and pulpwood marketings, concentrated in 
Quebec and New Brunswick, posted another new high in 
1989-90 (woodcutting co-operatives’ year ends are all in the 
early part of the year). This latest sales record will presum- 
ably prove to be a temporary peak in activity since produc- 
tion in the overall wood industry as measured by Statistics 
Canada began trending downward in 1989, although most 
prices continued to rise. 


The number of production co-operatives was down 
slightly for the year because a number of associations, 
mostly in Quebec, were felt to be more properly classified 
elsewhere, mostly in the marketing and service groups. 
Production association membership rose slightly to 22,000 
despite fewer reporting units as some newly reporting asso- 
ciations, mainly in Quebec, more than made up the differ- 
ence. Production group assets rose a small one percent. 
Wood cutting associations were the only type showing an 
appreciable expansion. On the credit side of the balance 
sheet members’ equity strengthened by better than three 
points as a percentage of total assets to almost 29.

Service co-operatives’ business volume rose $133 mil- 
lion, or 15 percent, with all regions contributing, led by 
Ontario with a gain of 42 percent. The dollar value gain of 
Ontario at $78 million represented 59 percent of the total 
gain for the service co-operatives although more than half 
the increase in the province was due to the earlier mentioned 
better reporting rather than increased business. The Atlantic 
region rose a strong 20 percent after a slight dip in the 
previous year, while Quebec registered a commendable 
14 percent gain following an outstanding increase in 1989. 
The western region, by far the largest, with more than half 
the total business and where large percentage gains are 
hardest to come by, showed a respectable rise in revenues 
of five percent, or almost $25 million. 


On a type of activity basis, communications and trans- 
portation registered the most impressive percentage gains; 
37 and 35 percent respectively. In communications, several

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newly reporting co-ops in Quebec accounted for the bulk of 
the increase of about $15 million. Newly reporting co-op- 
eratives and increased business activity in Ontario and 
Quebec and to a lesser extent Alberta were responsible for 
the big jump in revenues by the transportation sector. Co-op 
taxis, freight handlers and buses were prominent contribu- 
tors to the surge in business by the transport co-operatives. 
Seed cleaning, day care/nursery and housing co-operatives 
ran up revenue gains of better than 15 percent while farmers 
markets, waterworks, rural electric and natural gas revenues 
were down for the year. Housing revenues, up $76 million, 
with a big boost from Ontario as mentioned above, was by 
far the biggest contributor to the overall gain in business 
volume by service co-operatives in 1990. 


Housing co-operatives also contributed mightily, about 
$350 million, to bring service co-operative assets up 
$399 million to $3.736 billion. The number of service co- 
operatives reporting rose more than 200 to 3,069, while 
membership climbed 75,000, or ten percent, to 812,000.

Wholesale Co-operatives 


Co-operative wholesale business volume came up virtu- 
ally unchanged for 1990, with a small plus of 0.1 percent or 
$7.5 million, at $4,062 million. Gains in supplies and service 
slightly offset an $84 million decline in marketings with 
dairy products accounting for two thirds of the decline. 


Marketings 


Wholesale marketings fell below the one billion dollar 
mark for only the third time in ten years, a decline of eight 
percent. Dairy products which are sold largely on the world 
market, plunged $59 million or almost eighteen percent. 
Butter sales were restrained by a cut back in milk supply 
quotas. Cheese and milk powder, the other two principal 
dairy products handled were hit by a big price drop on the 
international market. Hog marketing was the biggest gainer 
in wholesale marketing in 1990 as sales rose $16 million or 
6.5 percent on soaring prices and reduced production due to 
a decrease in the availability of hogs for slaughter. Bottom 
line however, it was another loss year, the second in a row 
owing to higher per animal costs on reduced volume, the 
relatively high value of the Canadian dollar and the contin- 
ued American countervailing duties on Canadian exports. 
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Cattle sales slid $26 million, or 16 percent, despite higher 
prices and soaring exports. The culprit was the continuing 
long term decline in the public auction marketing system in 
Ontario through which the co-operative wholesaler sends its 
members’ livestock. Poultry consumption continued strong 
through the year in Canada and co-op wholesale marketings 
rose four percent. However, unlike the previous two years 
of sales increases, 1990, due to better balance at the produc- 
tion level along with a rationalization of processing facilities 
in Canada, was also accompanied by a surplus on the "bot- 
tom line." Grain sales plunged $26 million, or 69 percent, 
in the year to $12 million. The 89-90 corn crop was hit by 
low prices. But co-operative wholesale handlings were also 
down. The small fruit and vegetable sector ran up another 
sizable gain, although it continued to operate at a loss, 
mainly due to a large volume of potatoes held in storage 
which had to be sold at a loss. The wholesaler intends to 
continue in the sector however, and in pursuit of this strategy 
acquired an equity position in one company and purchased 
the assets of another. Other marketings, another small sector 
of various items, the most prominent of which is native arts 
and crafts from the Northwest Territories, managed a gain 
of ten percent. Arts and crafts sales were, of course, under 
pressure in the face of an economic slowdown. 
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Supply Sales 


Good gains in petroleum and food products put supply 
sales into the plus column despite a big plunge in feed sales. 
Food sales soared across the country for the wholesalers. 
The Atlantic region, continuing its strong growth of recent 
years, rose 11 percent, closely followed by Arctic food 
wholesaling at 9 percent. In the Prairies, with by far the 
largest sales base and, therefore, with the lesser likelihood 
of big percentage gains, food revenues climbed at a better 
than four percent rate. This in the face of slow population 
growth in the region and the ongoing switch by people from 
eating at home to eating out. Store modernizations, good 
quality products and a very active advertising and informa- 
tion program all helped the wholesaler to preserve and 
enhance the viability of its food department. Dry goods and 
home hardware and other consumer sales eased off less than 
one percent across the country except for the northern re- 
gion. This would seem to be in line with a recessionary 
economy, since many of the items in these categories are of 
a durable or semi-durable nature. Taking the total of con- 
sumer sales, there is a gain of 5.3 percent as compared to 
6.8 percent in the previous year. 


Feed sales were hit hard in 1990, falling 22 percent. The 
decline was universal and mainly due to severe price reduc- 
tions. But there was extra downward momentum in Ontario 
because the wholesaler reduced its activities in fee type layer 
contracting, direct commercial trucking and broiler feed 
sales. The fertilizer and chemical supply sector was hit by a 
drop in fertilizer prices and some negative weather condi- 
tions, a recipe for declining volume, as was the case for 
wholesale outlets in the West and Ontario, while the Atlantic 
region registered a small increase. In Quebec, however, 
despite falling prices, the wholesaler, which changed its 
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supplier and acquired interests in distribution companies, 
experienced a marked increase in market share and pulled 
the entire fertilizer-chemical category of the co-op whole- 
salers to a gain for the year. Seed sales climbed almost 
11 percent despite falling prices, on a big gain in Quebec. 
Ontario sales were restricted by poor weather conditions and 
Atlantic results were down despite higher physical volume. 
Farm supply sales eased off two percent with all regions 
sharing in the decline and presumably not too surprising in 
view of the severe decline in farm income. As a group, total 
agricultural supply volume of the wholesalers suffered a 
reduction of ten percent. 


Farm machinery volume dipped four percent, a surpris- 
ingly small decline in view of the circumstances in the 
farming community. Petroleum revenues rose a strong 
14 percent or $114 million, with all regions contributing. 
Volume of physical product was only ahead a couple of 
percentage points however, the bulk of the gain was in 
pricing, mainly due to the Persian Gulf crisis. Building 
materials sales in a recessionary period sank six percent. 
The biggest downturn proportionately occurred in the At- 
lantic region, where the wholesaler opted to downsize in this 
product line in the face of rising competition and a downturn 
in housing. In the western region however, revenues only 
gave ground grudgingly, about one percent. Coordinated 
advertising with the retails, increased housing demand in 
Alberta and northern British Columbia, a unified marketing 
program at the retail level in Manitoba, new and renovated 
home centres in the overall co-operative wholesale-retail 
system in western Canada, and signs that the industry ration- 
alization of recent years is near completion; all helped to 
make for a successful year despite the largely negative 
economic conditions. 
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Financial 


Total assets expanded $51 million or four percent during 
the year. It was another year of operating "in the black" for 
the wholesalers as a group and members’ equity rose a solid 
two points to equal 48.4 percent of total assets. 


Co-op Fédérée, the large Quebec wholesaler had, as of 
year end, disposed of its Dairy Division assets to Groupe 
Lactel and this had some uncommon effects on the consoli- 
dated balance sheet of the wholesalers as presented in Ta- 
ble 17. Inventories dropped $17 million while its principal 
offsetting liability, accounts payable expanded by $21 mil- 
lion or eight percent, a rather unusual turn of events. In- 
cluded in the disposal of assets by the wholesaler were its 
dairy inventories, which were converted into receivables. 
Thus wholesaler receivables rose seven percent despite al- 
most static sales. Investments had the greatest dollar and 
percentage increases of the various asset categories at 
$31 million and 37 percent respectively and rose two per- 
centage points to nine percent of total assets. 


Lactel is a limited partnership formed to consolidate the 
production and marketing activities of five large Quebec 
dairy co-ops. It is hoped that such an amalgamation of 
facilities will streamline and strengthen co-operative dairy 
operations in the province while continuing to properly 
serve their producer-members and enabling the co-ops to 
survive and prosper in an increasingly brutal market situ- 
ation. A market where competitors become bigger and more 
resourceful, international trading barriers continue to fall 
and the "little guy’s " chances continue to deteriorate. 


Wholesalers took a breather on capital investment for the 
first time in six years and fixed assets (property, equipment) 
eased off about } million or two percent. Its main corre- 
sponding item on the liability side, long term debt, fell 
$20 million or almost nine percent. Short term debt was 
virtually unchanged. Cash and equivalents climbed for a 
second straight year and reached its highest level ever both 
in dollars and as a proportion of total assets at $163 million 
and 13 percent respectively.

Ratios are presented in Appendix D relating to the finan- 
cial operation and condition of co-operatives. These ratios 
became available starting with the 1982 statistics owing to 
an expansion of the Co-operatives Secretariats’ computer 
programming system. 


A set of ratios are shown on a country wide basis for 
marketing, the largest group, purchasing (consumer and 
supply) and service. The marketing and purchasing groups 
are similar on more ratios than not, while the service group 
is markedly different in many respects, and indeed some of 
the ratios which are relevant to the other two groups are not 
really applicable to the service sector. 


The current ratio is usually higher, and the accounts 
receivable and inventory to working capital ratios are usu- 
ally lower, for purchasing than for marketing, owing to the 
larger inventories and receivables and their volatility, and 
the corresponding short term debt which the marketing 
group has to take on. The purchasing group tends to be more 
stable, except for certain types such as farm machinery; their 
sales and purchases do not generally have the frequently 
wild up and down gyrations of the marketing group. Thus 
the purchasing group over time, tends to work down their 
short term debt, whereas the marketing co-ops recognize 
short term debt as a valuable and necessary part of their 
business activity. 


The net result of conflicting forces in the service group 
has been a tendency in the past toward the rather weak level 
of 1:1 for the current ratio. This is because many in the 
group, such as rural electric, natural gas and housing are 
fixed asset type operations with correspondingly high long 
term debt and a rather weak working capital position, since 
excess Current assets are usually used to pay off long term 
debt. In recent years, however, many of the co-operatives 
have reached a stage where long term debt has been whittled 
down and equity built up with a corresponding rise in the 
current ratio. 


In addition, the rapid rise in the housing sector, to a 
dominant position in the service group, aided by various 
subsidies and government guaranteed long term financing, 
has also had a beneficial effect on the current ratio. The 
housing co-operatives must pass stringent planning require- 
ments to obtain their long term loans and are thus able to 
maintain a far healthier current ratio situation than is the case 
for the majority of newly formed capital intensive organiza- 
tions. These are usually short of current assets because of 
the constant pressure to pay down long term debt whenever 
possible. 
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Considering the solvency ratios; the service sector usu- 
ally has large amounts of fixed assets with correspondingly 
large amounts of debt, mainly long term debt. So the debt 
equity, creditors equity to total assets, long term debt to 
capitalization and non current assets to owners’ equity ratios 
are usually high, and the complimentary ratios such as 
Owners’ equity to assets are thus low as compared to the 
other two groups. The marketing group is usually highest in 
sales and service revenue to owners’ equity because of its 
huge sales volumes. The service group on the other hand is 
dominated by its huge long term debt, so that both revenues 
and owners’ equity are relatively small figures. 


Net savings to sales and service revenue, "the bottom 
line", is the ratio most sensitive to an organization’s results 
and therefore the most volatile in its fluctuations. Since net 
Savings are normally a small percentage of total revenues 
and expenses, relatively small changes in either of these 
large items can cause a proportionately much greater change 
in net savings. 


Net savings to sales and service revenue rebounded for 
the marketing co-operatives in 1990 to 1.1 percent from 
0.5 and matched the level reached in 1988. This, despite the 
fact that sales for the group were up only three percent. But 
the grain and seeds type, the largest in the group, and whose 
"bottom line" is fairly sensitive to sales volume - i.e. tends 
to rise and fall with sales but in much greater proportion - 
had a 10 percent rise in business volume. The dairy sector, 
the second biggest in the group, had a large volume loss, 
more than half that of grains and seeds and, one would 
expect, heavily offsetting as regards net savings. However, 
the dairy business is regulated largely on a cost of produc- 
tion basis which cannot be done for grain where prices have 
to conform to those on international markets. So a change 
in sales volume does not have the same effect, either up or 
down on the dairy co-operatives "bottom line” as is the case 
for the grain co-operatives. So a large gain in savings in 
grain marketing accompanied by a modest decline in dairy 
net savings amounts to a substantial gain in net savings for 
the marketing group as a whole. Profitability for the pur- 
chasing and service groups were little changed for the year. 


The solvency ratios showed an up trend in 1990. Mem- 
bers’ equity rose in the neighbourhood of one percentage 
point of total assets for all three groups, while the debt/eq- 
uity ratio fell. The liquidity situation showed little or no 
change. The current ratios were absolutely unchanged while 
accounts receivable to working capital fell for the service 
co-ops and, reflecting greater grain sales, rose for the mar- 
keting group. Inventories to working capital were un- 
changed. Days sales and service revenue in accounts 
receivable fell, usually a good sign, for all groups including 
marketing. 
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Co-operative Market Share 


The Co-operatives Secretariat has made an attempt at 
estimating the share of various farm products which are 
marketed through co-operatives. In the case of Western 
grains and oilseeds, a calculation was possible using avail- 
able statistics on tonnages. For the other commodities where 
physical volumes are not as readily available, various data 
were used, such as producer prices, wholesale prices, han- 
dling and processing charges, price spreads. etc. to calculate 
approximate cost of goods factors. These factors are then 
applied to co-operative marketings to get an approximation 
of the values received by the farmers. These values can in 
turn be applied to farm cash receipts for each product to get 
rough estimates of the portions handled by co-operatives.

Appendix E features a presentation whereby all co-op- 
eratives are considered as being one of two types i.e. mar- 
keting or consumer. If the good or service is produced by 
the members and sold through the co-operative it is consid- 
ered marketing. If the good or service is supplied by the 
co-operative and sold to the members it is considered a 
consumer co-operative. The two broad groups are broken 
into sub-groups, or types, according to overall function.

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Credit Unions 


The Co-operatives Secretariat, created in 1987 as a suc- 
cessor to the Co-operatives Section in accordance with the 
recommendations of the National Task Force on Co-opera- 
tive Development, has an expanded mandate involving the 
promotion of knowledge about all sectors of the co-opera- 
tive movement, including that of financial co-operatives. 
Financial ratio analysis for credit unions on a provincial and 
national basis are now included to assist in providing bench 
marks for considering the performance, strength, weak- 
nesses and areas for improvement to the credit union system 
in Canada. It should also provide individual credit unions 
the opportunity of comparing their situation and perform- 
ance against overall national and provincial figures. 


Accordingly, using quarterly data as compiled by Statis- 
tics Canada, credit union financial results and balance sheet 
structure are examined in Appendices F and G, both on a 
provincial basis, using financial ratio analysis, and on a 
national basis compared with parallel institutions in the 
private sector. 


Credit Union Commentary 


Appendix G presents detailed aggregate credit union 
income statement and balance sheet figures for the years 
1988 through 1990 and sub-totals for 1987, along with 
sub-totals for 1987 through 1990 for the composite of banks 
and trust companies; private sector financial institutions 
which approximate the business carried on by credit unions. 
In the previous year’s issue of Co-operation in Canada 
mortgage loan companies were also included in the private 
sector composite, but due to a change in coverage by Statis- 
tics Canada, the mortgage loan company figures are no 
longer available as an identifiable group. 


Revenue volume of the credit unions rose a substantial 
13 percent in 1990 on generally higher interest rates. The 
revenue gain was only about half the run up of the previous 
year, but quite understandable in view of 1989’s tremendous 
surge in interest rates which rarely happens two years in a 
row. Loans outstanding grew seven percent, down one 
percent from the previous year, while total assets expanded 
by eight percent fueled by growth in liquid assets and other 
investments. 


On the cost side of the income statement, the growth in 
total credit union expenses exceeded that of revenues by one 
percent, at 14 percent, and as a result, net savings rose by 11 
percent, down from 37 percent in the previous year when 
the growth in expenses trailed that of revenues by one 
percent. Performance of the banks and trust companies as in 
the previous year, contrasted sharply with that of the credit 
unions. While their revenue growth slowed from the pre- 
vious year, to 14 percent, they managed to hold their ex- 
penses increase to 10 percent and their bottom line results 
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shot up by 247 percent. This scenario is of course precisely 
the opposite of the previous year for the banks and trust 
companies when the growth in expenses far outran revenue 
growth and net income plunged. Presumably, 1990 was a 
year when restraints were placed on expenses in the after- 
math of the previous year’s runaway growth. 


For the past three years at least, credit unions have been 
on a steadier growth path than their private sector counter- 
parts whose results have been rather volatile owing to more 
pronounced variations in the growth rates of their expenses 
and revenues. 


Considering credit union results on a provincial basis, 
(appendix F)P.E.I. led in revenue gains rising 25 percent, 
followed closely by Newfoundland and Alberta at 24 and 
22 percent respectively. All the provinces showed smaller 
increases than in 1989. The drop was most severe in New 
Brunswick, down from a special situation gain of 91 percent 
to 4 percent. Aside from New Brunswick, Newfoundland, 
Manitoba and Quebec saw their rate of increase cut by half 
or more. Expenses, like revenues varied considerably be- 
tween the provinces and in some cases varied considerably 
from revenues within the provinces. Thus, in Saskatchewan 
and Nova Scotia, the rise in expenses considerably outdis- 
tanced that of revenues and net savings fell by 32 and 
24 percent respectively. Alberta which held its rise in ex- 
penses to five percentage points less than its rise in revenues, 
Saw net savings soar by 147 percent. 


Quebec, by far the largest credit union (caisses popu- 
laires) province with slightly more than half the total assets 
registered a slight decline to 51 percent from 52. Assets of 
the other provinces as a group expanded by nine percent, 
while those in Quebec rose seven percent. British Columbia 
registered the largest dollar increase in assets outside of 
Quebec, $1,057 million and 11 percent. In the four years 
from 1986 to 1990, New Brunswick shows the greatest 
increase in assets, 152 percent, although a good part of this 
is probably due to the special situation adjustment in 1989 
mentioned above. Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island 
ran up gains of 129 and 104 percent respectively, in the four 
year period, while total country assets grew by 48 percent. 
Growth in revenues by provinces, over the four years, 
parallels that in assets and is led by the same provinces, New 
Brunswick, Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island, al- 
though in slightly different order, at 287, 125 and 131 per- 
cent respectively. The total for all provinces climbed 
73 percent. 


1990 was the year that interest rates started to come down 
in Canada, as in the United States, as the Bank of Canada 
started easing up on its stringent monetary policy. However, 
rates rose in the year before they fell, and they didn’t start 
to fall below the previous year’s rates until the fourth 
quarter. Thus, in considering the whole year, interest rates 
were in effect up as can be seen from the financial ratios in 
the second part of Appendix F. Loan yield for the credit 
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unions grew on average to 13.4 percent from 12.7 percent Members’ equity strengthened in 1990, rising from 4.1 


along with the banks’ prime rate. British Columbia showed to 5 percent, while non-member liabilities declined from 7.5 
the lowest rate at 11.9 percent and Nova Scotia the highest to 6.8 percent. Loans outstanding to total assets was almost 
at 15.3 percent. unchanged while mortgages moved up 2.4 points to 


66.2 percent of outstanding loans.
